late tranfactions of the icolonies,” and 
which, for the honour of thefe colo- 
niés, it were’ to be withed had been 
more difcountenancet and difcouraged 
by ‘thofe who had knowledge to Cons 
datt them félves otherwife. 

A revifion of the late American trade 
laws/is' going to be the immediate ob- 
se& of Parliament, nor will ‘the late 
tranfa@idné$ there, however prevpniigs 
rrevent, IT dare fay, the-full opera- 
tion of that kind and indulgent difpo- 
fition prevailing,' both in his: majefty

4n Account of the Hot wells, near Brif- 
tol, qwith a View of the WELL- 
Howse, and of St. VINCENT’s 
Rock, 


THIS fanative water rifes perpen- 


dicularly out of the rock, in the 
floping, maddy bank of the river 


“Avon, dbout a mile below the city of 
‘Briftel, between high and low water 
‘mark; where thé river makes its en- 
trance,between thofe ftupendous cliffs of 


rocks, which feem to have been torn 
afinder by the violence of an earth- 

uake, or the genefal deluge, at the 
foot of acliff,where once ftood a chapel 
dedicated to St. Vincent, from which 


‘the rock and well take their name. 
The foil near the well is fruirful, | 


with a conftant verdure all ¢he year, 
the tops of the hills, which are called 
Downs, are flat, and ‘covered with a 
thin, dry turf, upoh lime ftone, pro- 
ducing a variety of plants, as heath, 
eye-bright, wild thyme, maiden-hair, 
marjoram, wild fage, &c. &c. 
he water was originally imclofed 
itt a ciftern of brick work, and out of 
this ciftern came a wooden pipe, which 
emptied itfelf into a pond beneath, 
and in that little pond people wafhed 
their fores. Irhas been computed to 
difcharge forty gallons in a minute. — 
In 2692, the city of Briftol raifed a 
wall of ftone round the well, higher . 
than the ude ever: i tnt he meee 
of fuch a column of water had almott 
altered the courfe of the fpring. “In 
1695, the merchants company granted 
a building-ieafe to certain proprietors,

the fame orders Mr. Prefcot, on the faid 
25th of April, —prefented fo the houle 
a bill for repealing the duties now 
payable upon raw filk imported, and 
for granting other duties in lieu there- 
of ; for allowing a drawback on the 
exportation of raw or thrown filk to 
Ireland, and for prohibiting the ex- 
portation of raw filk from Ireland ; 
when the bill was read a firft time, aad 
ordered to he read a fecond time; after 
which it pafled through both houfes in 
common courfe, and received the royal 
affent on the 15th of May. 

And in further purfuance of the 
fame orders Mr, Touchet, on the 
29th of April, prefented to the houfe 
a bill for prohibiting the importation 
of foreign manufactured filk ftockings, 
filk mitts, and filk gloves, into Great- 
Britain, and the Britith dominions; 
when the bill was read a firft time, 
and ordered to be read a fecond 
time; which it was on the rft of May, 
and committed to a committee of the 
whole houfe for next morning. But 
before I give an account of its further 
progrefs, | jhall now take notice, that 
on the 16th of February there was 
prefented to the houfe and read, a pe- 
tition of feveral perfons fubfcribers 
thereunto, makers and manufacturers 
of ribbands in Great Britain; fetting 
forth, that the late act for preventing 
the clandeftine. importation of rib- 
bands *, was flill ineffectual, arifing, 
as they conceived, partly from the 
fmallnefs of the penalties, and partly 
from the claufe direéting the feizures 
to be burnt, which made the officers 
remifs in their duty; and therefore 
praying, that leave might be given to 
bring in a bill for explaining, amend- 
ing, and rendering more effectual the 
faid act, in fuch manner as to the 
houfe thould feem meet. 

This petition was then only order- 
ed tolie upon the table; but on the 
2d of May, when the order of the 
day was read tor the hovfe to refolve 
itfelf into a committee on the faid

Extra&s from Smollet’s Travels, 


R. Smollet, in: his: fourth and 

fifth letters, gives the following 
account of the tmbabitants, &c. of 
Boulogne. 

* The inhabitants of Boulogne ray 
be divided into three clafles; the no- 
blefle or gentry, the burghers, and the 
canaie. I don’t mention the clergy, 
and the people belonging to the law, 
becaule I fhali occafionally trouble you 
with my ‘thoughts ‘upon the religion 
and ecclefialtics of this coufitry ; and 
as for the lawyers, exchulive of their 
profeffion, they may be «dnfidered ‘as 
belonging to one or other of theté 
divifions.° The noblefle are vain, 
proud, poor, and ilothiul..' Very few 
ot them have above fix thoufand livres 
a year, which may amourft to about 
two hundred and fifty pounds fter- 
ling; and many of*them have not 
half this revenue. E think® there Ms 
one heirefs, {aid to be werth “one bdn- 
dred. thoufand livres, about feer thou- 
fand two hundred pownds; ‘but then 
her jewels, her clowths, and even hor 
linen, are reckoned part: of this for- 
tune.« Tle. nobleiiz: have’ pot the 
common fenfeto refee at thdir houwtes 
mm the country, where, by firming 
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346 
their ‘own grounds, they might live 
at a {mall expence, and improve their 
eitates at the fame time. ‘They al- 
low their country-houfes to go to de- 
cay, and their gardens and fields to 
waite; and refide in dark holes in the 
Upper Town of Boulogne, without 
light, air, or convenience. There 
they ftarve within doors, that the 

may have wherewithal to purchafe 
fine cloaths, and appear drefled once 
a day in the church, or on the ram- 
part. They have no education, no 
tafte for reading, no houfewitery, nor 
indeed any earthly occupation, but 
that of dreffing their hair zai adorn- 
ing their bodies. ‘They hate walking, 
and would never go abroad if they 
were not ftimulated by the vanity of 
being feen. I ought to except indeed 
thofe who turn Buvctess, and {pend 
the greateft part of their time with the 
prieit, either at church, or in their 
own houfes. Other amufements they 
have none in this place, except private 
parties of card-playing, which are far 
from being expentive. Nothing can 
be more parfimonious than the wco- 
nomy of hefe people: they live upon 
foupe and benillé, fith and fallad: 
they néver think of giving dinners; or 
entertaining their friends; they even 
fave the .expence of coffee and tea, 
though both are very cheap at Bou- 
logne. 
fon drinks coffee at home, immediate- 
ly after dinner, which is always over 
by One o'clock ; and, in lieu of tea in 
the afternoon, they treat with a glafs 
of fherbet, or capillaire. In a word, 
I know nota more infignificant fet of 
mortals then the noblefle of Boulogne; 
helplefs in themfelves, and ufeleis to 
the cOmmiunity; without dignity, 
ienfe, or fentiment; contemptible 
from pride, and ridiculous from ‘vani- 
ty. They pretend to be jealous of 
their rank, and will entertain no com 
refpondencé with the merchants,whom 
they term plebeians. “They likewife 
keep at a great diftance from ftrangers, 
on pretence of a delicacy in the article 
cf punétilio: but, as I am informed, 
this ftatelinefS is in a great meafure af- 
feted, in order to conceal their po- 
verty, which would appear to greater 
difadvantage, if they admitted of a 
more familiar sommiunication. Con-

frivolous talte for frippery and thew, 
and encourage a habit of idienefs, te 
which I, ina great meafure, afcribe the 
extreme poverty of the lower people. 
Very, near half of their time, which 
might be profitably employed in ‘the 
exercife of induftry, is loft to. them- 
felves and the. community, in atten- 
dance upon the different exhibitions of 
religious mummery.”’ 

‘* The burghers here, as in other pla- 
ces, confift of merchants, fhop-kKeep- 
ers, and artifans. Some of the mer- 
chants have got fortunes, by fitting 
Out privateers during the war. A great 
many fingle fhips were taken from the 
Englifh, notwithftanding the good 
look-out of our cruifers, who were fo 
alert, that the privateers from. this 
coaft were often taken in four hours 
after they failed from the French har- 
bour ;, and there is hardly a captain of 
an armateur in Boulogne, who has not 
been prifoner in England five or fix 
times in.the courfe of the war. They 
were fitted out at a very {mall expence, 
and ufed to run over in the night to 
the coaft of England, where they ho- 
vered as, Englith fifhing fmacks, until 
they kidnapped fomé. coafter, with 
which they made the beft of their wa 
aciofs the Channel. If they fell in 
with a Britith cruizer, they furrender- 
ed without refiftance: the captor was 
focn exchanged, and the lofs of the 
proprietor was not great: if they 
brought their prize fafe into the har- 
bour, the advantage was confiderable. 
In time of peace the merchants of 
Boulogne deal in wine, brandies, and 
oil,.imported from the South, and ex- 
port fifh, with the manufaétures of 

rance, to Portugal, and other coun- 
tries ; but the trade is not great. Here 
are two or three confiderable houfes of 
wine merchants from Britain, who 
deal in Bourdeaux wine, with which 
they ferve London and other parts of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland. The 
filhery of mackerel and herring is fo 
confiderable on this coalt, that it is 
{aid to yield annually eight or nine 
hundred thoufand Jivres, about thirty- 
five thoufand pounds fterling. 

The fhop-keepers here drive a con-

The rich de- 
votee has her favourite cenfeflor, 
whom fhe confults and regales in pri- 
vate, at her own houfe; and this fpi- 
ritual direétor generally governs the 
whole family. For my part, I never 
knew a fanatic that was not an hypo 
cite at bottom, Their pretenfions to 
fuperior fanétity, and an abfolute con- 
queft over all the paffions, which hu- 
man reafon was never yet able to fub- 
due, introduce a habit of diffimula- 
tion, which, liké alh other- habits, is 
eonfirmed by ufe, till at length they 
become adepts in the art and ference of 
hypocrify. Enthufiafm and hypocrify 
are by ro meats incompatible. The 
wildeit fanatics I ever knew, were 
real fenfualits in their way of living, 
and cunning cheats in their: dealings 
with mankind.
